The deadline to apply for an absentee ballot by mail is Tuesday, May 3™
Absentee Voting IN PERSON
Apply in person and vote at the Town Clerk’s Office
The deadline to apply in person for an absentee ballot is 12:00 PM on Friday, May 6%

Absentee ballots must be returned to the Town clerk’s Office before 8:00 PM on Saturday, May 7 in
order to be counted.
